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THE MASS AND THE MAN 


The American Farm Bureau Feder- 


ation from its headquarters in Chicago, 
is sending out a pamphlet "designed to 
cover in a broad, constructive manner, 
our present day agricultural problems 
ajad their relation to the general wel- 
fare of the nation."' A section of it 
compares the relative advantages of 
city and country life. Two paragraphs 
strike home forcibly. Says one: "The 
city man is only one of the masses— 
the farmer is received by his fellow 
farmers on his merits as a man." 


That is a tremendously important 


froth. It is manifest in more ways 
than one. In the country neighbors 
depend upon each other for many 
things for which city dwellers call in 
experts. A fSvor never is refused, be- 
cause the man called upon does not 
know how soon he may be asking a fav- 
or himself. Even bitter enemies are 
seen associated in threshing crews. If 
they do their work well the enemy gives 
them credit. They arc adjudged on 
their merits as men. If one of them is 
injured the entire neighborhood for 
miles around will aid him—not alone 
in ordinary' ways but by working his 
farm for him when he is laid up. If a 
city man is injured he gets his name 
mentioned in police headquarters, per- 
haps a paragraph in the newspapers 
and is forgotten. He is one of a hun- 
dred thousand or of a million and of 
no particular consequence to the other 
99.999 or 999.999. 


We all like to be considered of some 


little consequence. Some of us in cities 
try to do stunts or ride hobbies out of 
the ordinary in order to gain distinc- 
tion. In the country a man is distin- 
guished for what he actually is. Knowl- 
edge of this impels him to try to be a 
regular man and a good neighbor. In 
a city a man may walk a block -and 
meet several hundred persons not one 
of whom he knows or cares* a snap 
about or who cares a snap about him. 
In the country every one he meets 
knows him and generally there is a 
cheery welcome. 
/Says the Farm Bureau pamphlets: 
"Agriculture is the most stable of all 
industries. Wars may devastate, pan- 
ics may bankrupt, markets may be- 
come stagnant, but the farmer contin- 
ues to live more or less as usual.'" This 
needs no elucidation. Men and fam- 
ilies who have been crowding into 
cities in such great numbers as actual- 
ly to reduce rural population can find 
food for much consideration in these 
two propositions.

SLACKENING 


The latest figures on foreign trade 


show that during the first eight months 
of 1920 American exports increased 
over 200 million dollars. During the 
same time imports increased over a 
billion and a half. The world is thus 
paying her debt to America.

MAKING A SCRUB AMERICA 


Immigration officials report that the 


influx from Europe has reached prac- 
tically the high mark of prewar years. 
800.000 aliens arriving in the past fiscal 
year and 5.000 daily being cleared ill 
Ellis Island since then. This fulfills 
predictions made during the war that 
after the conflict ended there would be 
an unprecedented rush to America to 
escape the consequences of the war. It 
was to prevent such a tide that legis- 
lation was proposed imposing further 
restrictions upon immigration. 


While the object of the American 


Federation of Labor in proposing re- 
strictions primarily is to prevent Eu- 
ropean competition with American la- 
bor there are two other reasons which 
seem to make restrictions advisable. 


Aliens coming now are as certain to 


inter-marry with natives as were those 
who came in former decades. Wed- 
lock is not only spiritual but biological 
in its effects. Therefore it must be con- 
sidered from its physical standpoint. 
When a livestock breeder selects the 
head for his herd, flock of sheep or 
his poultry pen he does not impose an 
educational test. He judges by the 
class of the animal or bird. To develop 
a new breed of merit most careful se- 
lections must be made. 


Perhaps this may be regarded as an 


ultra-material way in which to treat of 
the subject of marriage, but neverthe- 
less it is a sane one. WTe of the twen- 
tieth century never saw an ancient 
Greek or Roman. Our impressions of 
them arc gained from their art and 
literature and they are favorable im- 
pressions. 
Men of these nationalities 


we feel sure, were intelligent, of no- 
ble stature and .appearance, in fact 
beautiful types of humanity. Homer, 
Demosthenes. Socrates, Pliny'certain- 
ly were men of massive intellect and 
Greek and Roman statuary depicts a 
race fit for the admiration of-any man. 
But the type has disappeared. 
Both 


Greeks and Romans of the old class 
were wiped out by marriage with men 
and women of scrub* nations, which 
first they conquered and later were 
conquered by. The mixed races wm'ch 
have succeeded them are decadent. 


The process of destruction required 


several hundred years. The United 
States is less than 150 years old. It 
well can afford to look ahead by mak- 
ing a careful selection of the aliens 
it welcomes to marriage with its young 
Americans. Their descendants will be 
the Americans of the future. 


ANOTHER WAR HALTS 


The armistice signed by the Poles 


and Russians at Riga shows the differ- 
ence between today and yesterday. 
But yesterday the victorious bolshevi- 
ki at the gates of Warsaw were de- 
manding the most humiliating conces- 
sions from Poland, including sovietiz- 
ing the country. Today, crushed along 
the entire front, the Reds bow to the 
inevitable and humbly accept Po- 
land's terms for peace. 


As a result the Poles have obtained 


an armistice, line far beyond Brest- 
Litovsk. This line runs from a point 
east of Dvinsk. southwest through Ba- 
ronovitchi to the Rumanian border, 
arid is practically the old German de- 
fensive line of 1916-17. It is some dis- 
tance inside the eastern boundary of 
Poland before that unhappy country 
was partitioned in 1772, but it probably 
represents the extreme territorial de- 
mand of the Poles in the final treaty 
with Russia, for the former also ob- 
tains a corridor to the east of Lithua- 
nia, 
shutting off all contact between 


soviet Russia and 
the Lithuanians, 


who have gradually been coming un- 
der Red domination. 


These lines arc like,ly to stand so far 


as the rest of the world is concerned. 
Poland fought, and won, her own war 
with the aid only of expert French 
military- advice. ^Though a member 
of the League of Nations (he league 
could not prevent her from plunging 
into war against Russia nor extend 
help when her case became desperate 
under invasion. , So it does not appear; 
that Ihe allies or the league will have 
much to say about the terms of the 
hard won peace.

PBOTOZOIC DIARRHEA 


Visitors to tropical countries, such as the Philip 


pines, know what tropical dysentery is. The disease 
is produced by an ameba. one of the protozoic or- 
ganisms, which gains entrance to the 
alimentary 


tract in drinking water. 


Dr. Frank Smithies, of the University of Illinois, 


has encountered 93 cases of protozonic diarrhea in 
the study of 1.000 patients, largely from the north- 
ern half of the middle west, a region where this 
type of intestinal infection is generally supposed to 
be unknown. 
But nowadays the free intercourse 


between Mexico. South America, the Far Bast and 
the United States may be a factor in the spread of 
tropical diseases. 
Fifty-two of the patients were 


of Scandinavian birth or extraction and the others 
were Americans, Irish, Russians, Austrians and 
English. 
They came from Illinois, Iowa, Wiscon- 


sin. Nebraska, Minnesota. Michigan, Indiana, S. Da- 
kota, Arkansas, Ohio, Texas, Kentucky and Cali- 
fornia. 


Dr. Smithies suggests that the infection occurred 


through drinking water from shallow dug wells, 
contaminated springs and ponds or lakes polluted 
by drainage systems. 
The contamination of 
gar- 


den vegetables by such water used for washing, 
particularly celery, lettuce, radishes, tomatoes and 
other things eaten raw. 
is another mode of infec- 


tion with protozoa and other intestinal parasitqs. 
People who like garden truck are by no means con- 
fined to the country. I'm strong for it myself, and 
I like it raw, but home washed, if possible. 
Metch- 


nikoff advised against eating raw vegetables and 
fruits, but I mean to live longer than he did. 
Vari- 


ous parasites which produce disease in man are na- 
tural inhabitants of the intestine of animals. 


The diarrhea of amebic, or protozoic origin, is us- 


ually intermittent, with., normal bowel action in the 
intervals between the frequent attacks of diarrhea 
over a period of years. It is usually of the gassy 
type, without much discomfort, and hemorrhoids is 
a frequent complication. 
The victim complains of 


dyspepsia, sometimes colicky pains, loses weight and 
strength, becomes anemic and feels a peculiar mel- 
ancholia or dread of impending evil. The diagnosis 
is made by finding the protozoic parasites in the in- 
testinal discharges, by microscopic examination. The 
cases caused by amebas are treated with ipecac and 
its active principle, emetin, the latter hypodermical- 
ly administered; this drug is an amebicide. 
Cases 


due to flagellate protozoa are treated with calomel, 
epsom salts and sometimes thymol. 


For a year or more after apparent cure of an 


amebic or protozoic dysentery the patient may still 
be a "carrier" of the parasites, and for this reason 
as well as for his own protection against 
recur- 


rence, 
microscopic 
examinations 
are 
advisable 


three times a year, with abbreviated courses of 
treatment if any parasites are found.

i'ork's great hotels— the Knickerbock- 
er, the Manhattan, and the Holland 
House — going out or tmsmess, there 
is a general impression abroad that 
some mysterious 
force, usually as- 


sumed to be prohibition, is taking the 
profit and the joy out of the innkeep- 
ers' life. 


As a matter of fact, this is not ex- 


actly true, according to the men who 
run hotels in New York. The infor- 
mation here set forth was obtained 
largely from these men, and is to be 
taken as an expression of their point- 
of-view and experience. 


They say that the hotel business 


has by no means become either un- 
profitable Or unattractive in New York 
and the great business of entertain- 
ing the army of transients who go to 
the city every day for pleasure and 
business is not in for a crimp. Quite 
another reason accounts for the de- 
mise of the several famous hostelries 
mentioned. The prominent downtown 
corners upon which they are located 
are worth more for office space than 
for hotel 
space. 
The value of the 


ground rent in downtown New York 
has increased 
several hundred per 


cent in the past few years. An office 
building must be in tho heart of the 
business district, but a hotel can serve 
its purpose somewhere 
nearly, if

What all this portends primarily is 


another migration of the famous New 
York hotel section a little farther up- 
town.

Now it begins at the Penn- 


sylvania Depot, which will of course 
always draw hotels about itself, and 
runs to Fifty-seventh Street and be- 
yond. The center of it is around 
For- 


ty-second, but -it will not long stay 
there. 


Incidentally, all this may mean that 


the shortage of hotel rooms, which 
was so serious during the war, will be 
continued at times for some years. Al- 
though N<?w York is nothing like as 
crowded as it was in the days when 
thousands of soldiers and others con- 
nected with war-time activities had to 
come here, it "is still far from easy to 
get a room. 
There was a touch of 


dulnass in the hotel business during 
the summer, but it is picking up at a 
great rate as the days grow cool and 
winter activity gathers momentum. 


Meantime, nothing adequate is be- 


ing built to replace 
the big hotels 


wnich have gone out of business, much 
less to take care of the normal growth 
of the army of transients. 
The new 


Ambassador 
Hotel 
at 
Forty -ninth 


Street and 
Park Avenue 
will have 


seven hundred rooms, and tho Embas- 
sy at Seventieth Street about four 
hundred. But this is only eleven hun- 
dred rooms 
in prospect 
to replace 


about fifte-an hundred which have been 
taken out of commission in the three 
hotels that are being transformed in- 
to business blocks. 


The reason for this decline in hotel 


space is thtit hotel mon are afraid of 
a slump. Business is still good, they 
admit, and they do -not claim, like ma- 
ny other businesses, to be operating nt 
a very small profit or none nt all for 
the good of the public. 
But they do 


not feel any confidence that the good 
times will last. Hence capital is a bit 
slow about going into hotels. 
j 


While many howls have been heard 


of recent years about the exorbitant 
prices of hotel accommodations in New 
York, the 
hotel 
men 
hasten 
to 


point out that these have not risen 
nearly as much as other things. Tha 
cost of room in New York is 50 per 
cent higher than it was before the 
war, but the cost of everything else 
is a hundred per cent or more high- 
er. 
The reason the hotel men have 


been able to make money at this com- 
paratively reasonable advance in pric- 
es is that the profit in running a ho- 
tel in normal times is figured on a 
bases of houses about half empty. Or- 
dinarily a hotel is never quite full. 
The man who holds the leas is paying 
rent on a number of rooms from 
which* he is deriving no income. This 
(Aormous source of loss was removed 
during the war by the fact that every 
room was full all the time, and addi- 
tional income was often derived from 
rows of cots installed in the ballroom 
and other such like expedients. 


In the same way, the cost of eatftig 


in hotels has not risen as much as the 
general cost of living, according to 
hotel men. They solemnly affirm that 
hotel dining rooms are almost never 
run at a profit. It is not the cost of 
food which makes hotel dining expen- 
sive, but the overhead, represented by 
waiters, decorations, napery and the 
like. They say that when you go in- 
to a first-class hotel and sit down to 
table your presence thsre costs the 
management fifty cents before it be- 
gins to feed you. 
The waiter who 


stands obsequiously by, the large and 
voluptuous napkin which ydu spread 
on your knees, the array 
of silver 


which you contemplate with bewilder- 
ment or delight, 
the music 
which 


seeks to chser you, all cost money. 
Now if you order only a seventy-five 
cent meal, it may be that the man- 
agement actually loses money on you. 


That the major expense goes for 


other things than food is shown by 
the experience of various western ho- 
tels which have established cafeterias. 
In these they serve the same food out 
of the same kitchens for just about 
half what it costs in the dining rooms. 
One first-class New York hotel has now 
established such a cafeteria, and it 
may be assumed that, the precedent 
having been established, others will 
follow suit. 


Suburban Hotels 


A daring pioneer in the movement 


of the hotels away from the center 
of the city is the manager who has re- 
cently established a hotel at Kew 
Gar- 


dens out on Long Island. And this ex- 
periment in suburban hotel keeping is 
said to be a great success. 


As for the factor of prohibition, all 


admit that they do not know yet how 
it will affect tho hotel business. 
The 


wave\of hotel prodfrerity brought by 
the war masked the erTect or the 
bar- 


e-losing. Very likely the effect of pro- 
hibition will be to increase the cost of 
hotel rooms, for there is no denying 
that the bars were sources of large 
profit. Hundreds of thousands a year 
rolled in through the doors of a hotel 
bar like the famous King Cole in the 
late lamented Knickerbocker. 


Tho hotel men do not claim to be 


friends of prohibition, 
but they do 


claim to have upheld the law as a 
matter of expediency, and this is borne 
out by the experience of the thirsty 
wayfarer. There are a thousand plac- 
es in New York where you can get a 
drink, but none of them is in a first- 
class hotel. The man with a seven- 
teen-year lease on a property worth 
perhaps ten million dollars cannot af- 
ford to risk having his place closed for 
the sake of a little Illicit liquor busi- 
ness. 
So the well-known tiger dwells 


in little corner saloons, whose owners 
do not risk much, and these places got 
the big liquor profit, while the hotel 
is beyond reproach not perhaps from 
choice, but from necessity.

That is a. question that is being 
asked in the various dopartme-nts in 
the capital and the general impression 
appears to be that they are". 


It is a fact that comparatively few 


potatoes are being shipped from the 
big potato centers at the present time. 
The buyers are shipping some when 
their warehousss are filled but few»of 
the farmers or farmer organizations 
are making shipments. It is said they 
are holding their stock for higher pric- 
es. That is one side of the story. 


At the present time it would be pos- 


sible for practically 
any farmer or 


farm organization to secure plenty of 
lined box cars to ship their potatoes. 
A little later it would be dangerous for 
potatoes to be shipped except in refrig- 
erator cars and there are not enough 
refrigerator cars in the country to han- 
dle the Wisconsin potato crop, accord- 
ing to the traffic department of the 
Railroad Commission. 


That means that ths great bu}k of 


the Wisconsin crop will have to wait 
until spring to be moved and at that 
time, it is predicted by the Division of 
Market, the markets will br> flooded 
and the price will drop. 
It is esti-

The speaker was Frederick A. Wal- 


lis, commissioner of immigration here. 
On this day he had seen nearly 8,000 
men, women 
and children of alien 


birth pass through Ellis Island, the na- 
tion's most important immigration sta- 
tion. 


""The flow of emigration that began 


with the war has been checked," Wal- 
lis continued. "Now the current has 
turned the other way more strongly 
than ever. 


"If war restrictions were lifted and 


if snipping could be supplied, the en- 
tire population of Germany would de- 
camp and come to these shores. If 
there were enough snipping every liv- 
ing soul in Poland would come here. 
The same is true of other European 
countries. 


"Only recently the heads of 17 im- 


portant steamship companies came to 
see me. They said 'that immigrate 
was going to be simply stupendous and 
that they 
thought 
I ought 
to h« 


•Warned of this in time. 
' 


Needs More Help 


"Aly own information tallies with 


theirs. The numbers constantly are 
increasing-, though our average is riot 
yet the 5,000 that has been report- 
ed. 1 am making preparation to care 
for even a greater number. I have 
just received permission to take on 95 
new employes. 


"Every ship that comes to port has 


every available inch occupied.

dear sir, to see them come in here you 
wouldn't think it had begun. 


"We are getting a very high class 


Of immigration now; I should say that 
the new arrivals are the best class that* 
has ever come here since the found- 
ers of the republic landed." 


Wallis has been appointed to his

awaitftd a declaration of peace or 'war 
from the five American league club 
owners who ha.ve not anted on the 
"Tjasker plan'™ for reorganization of 
the game. 


Refusal of the owners of the Cleve- 


land. St. Tx>nis. Washington. Detroit 
and Philadelphia clnbs to sajiction the 
work of the National leagne in joint 
meeting wtth thrpe American leagu* 
magnates will cause renewal of war- 
fare, baseball experts here predicted 
today. 


The eleven magnates, who .have 


abrogated the national agreement and 
determined to organize a twelve crab 
league, if necessary, expressed confi- 
dence the "loyal five** wffl accept the 
Lasker plan before >TOT. 1. 


John McOraw, part owner of the 


New Tork Giants, and Barney TJrey- 
fuss. of the Plttahurg Club, declared 
there was nothing for the Ove Ameri- 
can league clubs to do but to join the 
new organization. 


"They can't run a league with ftve 


or six teams." said McGraw. 


"If they attempt a legal fight or 


another battle they are np against tbe 
millions of Wm. G. "Wrigley, Jr.. and 
other multi-millionaires who have de- 
clared for the pew ideal." 


John Hpydler. president of the Na- 


tional leairae-, pointed out a number 
of advantages a twelve club 
league 


would have over the present system. 


"Tbe trips would be shorter and less 


frequent and cities like Chicago and 
New Tork would have the advantage 
of a continuous city 
series which 


would be sure to create considerable 
interest." 


The twelve dob league would not 


mean the death of world series ac- 
cording to Charles H. Stoneham, part 
owner of the New York Giants. 


""We bad a twelve club league in the 


late '90s and the same arrangement 
for series play could be uaed," Stone- 
ham said. 


"This would be to devide the season, 


the winners of the first half of the 


season playing tbe winners of the last 
half. This ha» been used effectively 
recently in some minor leagues." 


Nothing definite regarding a civilian 


commission to control baseball's af- 
fairs has been done, according to Har- 
ry Kraaee, owner of the Boston Red 
Sox. Frazee indicated he favored one 
commissioner from the east, one from 
the west and a third named jointly by 
the minors and majors or picked by 
the other two commissioners. All mag- 
nates agreed the commission must 
compoee men intimate with the tech- 
nicalities of baseball bat without fin- 
ancial interests.
